And just so certainly 
that we stay out, every market that 
can possibly be closed against us 
will be closed. 

“So that if you merely look at it 
from the material point of view of 
the material prosperity of the Unit- 
ed States, we are under compulsion 
to stay in the partnership.

“I was putting it to some gentl+- 
men the other day who were en:

CALEXICO, Sept. 16.—Gov. Can- 
tu’s proclamation barring all Chinese 
from Baja California has been ré- 
ceived with mixed feelings by theresi- 
dents of Mexicali. Mexicans generally 


have received the edict with rejoic- 
ing as there has been bitter feeling 
during recent months at the con- 
tinually growing Chinese population. 
Natives have felt that the cheap 
Chinese labor is a detriment to them 
and there has been considerable 
friction between the two races. 

The Chinese have not made their 
grievances public and being in a 
foreign land have not had much to 
say for obvious reasons. 

The Americans on the American 
side of the line expressed pleasure 
at the proclamation. Line running 
by Chinese has made life weary for 
customs officers during recent 
months and also a large number of 
Japs have been smuggled across. 
The edict barring Chinese, it is be- 
lieved, will make work easier for the 


‘immigration officials and secret serv- 


ice men, Americans are loathe to 
see any condition developing which 
will eventually form trouble and it 
has been clearly seen that this was 
what the situation was coming to. 

‘The constitution of the Republic 
of Mexico, as stated in the proclama- 
tion, gives the right to enter Mexico 
and reside there to all foreigners. 
In some States, notably Sonora and 
Sinaloa, the same condition arose 
that has arisen in the territory of 
Lower California, and as a matter 
of public policy the Governors of 
these States, it is stated, have taken 
'the matter into their own hands, as 
Gov. Cantu has done, and forbidden 
Asiatic immigration. 

A large number of Chinese are 
now in transit at Hong Kong and 
' would have been delivered before 
December 1. It is expected. that 
these will either be deported as soon 
thy land in San Francisco or will 
be taken to some State in Mexico 
where immigration of Asiatics is not 


prohibited.

President Denies Right to 
Amend, He Asserts. | 


Assails Article Ten, Horri- 
fied at Shantung. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

LINCOLN (Neb.) Sept. 17.—In 
addressing a large and enthusiastic 
gathering here tonight, Senator 
Johnson of California, on the 132nd 
anniversary of the signing of the 
constitution of the United States at 
Philadelphia, denounced the League 
of Nations covenant as an infamous 
document and declared that its 
adoption would result in throwing 
the country into an international 
confederation and deprive the re- 
public of its future independence »f 
action. It would, he said, substitute 
internationalism for Americanism. 

Lieut.-Col. John G. Maher, a 
Democrat, and president of the Ne- 
braska branch of the American 
Legion, acted as chairman of the 
meeting and intoduced the speaker. 
Gov, 8S. R. McKelvie, occupied a seat 
on the stage. Senator Johnson 
said: 

“The President has made, and 
asked the Senate to approve a 1 ue 
covenant that is to be higher than 
our constitution. Except the 
sovereign people, no power on earth 
can legally change our constitutior 
or make another to override 
None but the people should be per- 


republic into an international con- 
federation where it must necessarily 

lose its independence of action. The 
people can do that, but no public 
servant nor servants of those people 
should be permitted to do it. It is 
admitted by the President that we 
lose our independence in the league. 
Misty internationalism has been sub- 


| etituted for Americanism.”

tor Johnson said: 

POLICE THE WORLD. 


“The great, fundamental question 
which every American father and 
mother should answer is: Shall 
American boys police the world? 
Shall] American blood uphold, main- 
tain and preserve old world goverh- 
ments and the territorial integrity of 
the nations which have immensely 
increased their boundaries? 

“At Omaha the President definitely 
announced himself against amend- 
mentg to the League of Nations or 
reservations of any sort. He says 
in effect to the American people, 
‘You must accept the foreign docu- 
ment which I present to you, with- 
out investigation, analysis, amend- 
ment or reservation.’ 

“Upon what theory does he thus 
limit the action of what is sup 
posed to be the great democracy of 
the world? When did the President 
of the United States possess the 
power to say to its people and its 
Congress, ‘You must?’ When this 
League of Nations wag discussed et 
Paris, Great Britain would not 
a party until Great Britain was given 
six votes and in this fasnion Great 
Britain amended it. France declined 
to subscribe to the league unless 
France was given an offensive und 
defensive alliance by the United 
States, and although the President 
had denounced, up to the very mo- 
ment that he signed it, any special 
alliance or any separate agreement 
with any nation, he yielded io 
Clemenceau and brought back to us 
the special alliance against which 
he had so often declaimed. Thus 
France amended the league. Japa» 
declined to sign the league unless 
given Shantung, with its 38,000,000 
Chinese. The President whispered 
he svould never consent and forth- 
with he yielded and consummated 
the Shantung infamy. Thus Japan 
amended the league.

“There is to be no hglf-way usi- 
ness about it. The law must be 
obeyed.

] ure and its provisions should be car- 
ried out in spirit and to the letter. 
No offender, big or little, great or: 
insignificant, shall escape if I can 
prevent it. 

ASKS MORAL SUPPORT. 

“Three things are absolutely 
necessary for the proper enforce- 
ment of the new law-——strong moral 
support in every State, sufficient 
money to employ and maintain'’a 
well-organized force’ a@, aggressive 
agents and a personnel of men of 
character, ability and energy to sup- 
port me In the fight. 1 will begin 
immediately on the enactment of the 
law. 

“This is a hard task. I realize 

just what the public will say if we 
fail to stop the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors. We will 
be blamed.

When the war-time act went 
into effect he had approximately 800 
storekeepers and gaugers in actual 
services In addition he had about 
150 raiders. He thinks the raiders can 
be used as a nucleus for a new 
force 


The money for enforcing the law 
is given the Department of Justice 
and the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
jointly in a sum of $3,500,000. Thits 
may give rise to friction, each de- 
partment trying to get the lion's 
share of the appropriation.

This resulted in a prolonged 
litigation with the innocent pur- 
chasers of the bonds, and was 
finally settled by a compromise of 
$250,000, which was raised in the 
Perris Valley in less than ninety 
days. The City Council and the pub-/f 
lic generally will take part in the 
celebration.

Three of the Navy's Finest to 
Winter Here, 


Palatial Private Yacht Guest}

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Sept. 
17.—The flagship New Mexico and 
the dreadnaughts Mississippi and 
Idaho ‘will proceed direct to San 
Pedro when they leave Seattle to- 
morrow morning and will make this 
port their rendezvous for the 
winter months, according to official 
information received today. The 
vessels are among the finest in the 
navy and are expected here about 
next Tuesday. 

The Wyoming, Arkansas, New 
York and Texas will remain on 
Puget Sound with the Bremerton 
navy yard as their base, while the 
Tennessee, Vermont, Georgia and 
Rhude Island will go to Mare Is- 
land, The destroyers, along with 
the tender Birmingham, will all go 
to San Diego along with the Prairie, 
Salem and Melville. 

Demobilization to be completed by 
October 1 will bring the crews of 
all vessels far below that of of- 
dinary peace strength. It is ex- 
pected, however, to bring the vees- 
sele up to peace strength by the 
vigorous recruiting campaign being 
conducted by the navy. The new 
men will be trained 1} in South- 
ern California . waters uring the 
winter months, according to the. 
Plan of Admiral Rodman.

She was ufllt at 
Boston and was brought out from 
New York a few months ago by 
Capt. Barnesen on a cruise that 
covered 15,000 miles and occupied 
many weeks spent in the West In- 
dies, Panama and Hawaiian Islands.

Along the route by which the iIn- 
fantry came batteries of rolling 
kitchens, smoking and bubbling with 
noonday meals for the troops in 
preparation, stood parked against 
the sidewalks, while admirers 
viewed the busy cooks. A satisfying 
barrage of pleasant odors filled the 
street.

ing behind him like a cavalry troop,

Promptly at 1 o'clock the great 
line of fighting men began moving.

as he ‘passed through the downtown 
streets. 

The President told the luncheon 
guests that there were no words 
strong enough to picture properly 
the extent to which the world was 
trusting to the leadership of Amer- 
ica. 

“We can not desert humanity,” 
he said. “We are the trustees of hu- 
manity. I can not conceive a mo- 
tive adequate to hold men off from 
their great enterprise.” 

TALKS OF SHANTUNG, 


Touching upon the Shantung pro- 
vision of the treaty, Mr. Wilson said 
he was not satisfied with that set- 
tlement, but that it was “irrational” 
to propose to make the situation bet- 
ter by the treaty’s amendment. He 
traced at length the growth of Jap- 
anese power in Shantung, declaring 
the original grant of Shantung rights 
to Germany was the result of a 
hypocritical demand by the German 
foreign office. 

Yet at the time of. that demand, 
continued Mr. Wilson, President Me- 
Kinley made no protest on the part 
of the American government. 
Neither were protests made, he as- 
serted, when other nations took parts 
of Chinese territory. 

“Which of the gentlemen that are 
now protesting.” he asked “were 
prominent in protesting against the 
original grant to Germany? _ It 
makes my heart burn when some 
men are so late in doing justice.”’ 

It t¢@ not from China, but from 
Germany, the President said, that 
such possessions are taken by the 
treaty. There was applause when he 
added that on the other hand China's 
interests were protected» by the 
League of Nations. 

“It's the first time in the history 
of the world,” he asserted, “that any- 
thing has been done for China.” 

The President arrived here at 9:30 
o'clock today on a special ferryboat 
from the Oakland mole. 

President and Mrs. Wilson came 
off the gaily decorated boat and 
slip into a square formed by de- 
tachments of soldiers from the Pre- 
sidio, the usual Presidential cavalry 
escort being conspicuous. Seated 
in an open automobile, driven by 
Mayor Rolph's chauffeur, Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilson were driven slowly 
along Market street to the Civic 
Auditorium, the cheering throngs 
that lined both sides of the 
thoroughfare givink him an 
roarious welcome. 

The procession up Market reet 
was simple. Apart from the Presi- 
dential and committee automobiles, 
containing the Governor and the 
Mayor and army and navy notables, 
there Was a small escort of cavalry, 
marines and sailors. 

Plain American flags and pen- 
nanta were the only decoration 
scheme used along Market street. 
The Civic Center where the Presi- 
dent greeted San Francisco's school 
children, was more gaily bedecked, 
however. After a brief stay there 
the party went to their quarters at 
the St. Francis Hotel. 

NAVY FIRES SALDTE. 

As the ferry passed Yerba 
Buena naval training station, a 
Presidential salute of twenty-one 
guns was fired as the first note of 
San Francisco's official celebration. 
Several companies of enlisted naval 
men Were drawn up at attention on 
the slope of the island and the 
President waved in acknowledgment 
of their salute. 

Fatigued from his thirty-four- 
hour train ride from Portland, Or., 
the Président decided to rest during 
the afternoon instead of takin 
automobile ride which has een 
arranged for him to Stanford 
University.

The resolution would make it a 
Federal offense to transport a stolen 
car from one State to another. This, 
say the officers, would be great pro- 
tection for automobile owners, as it 
would facilitate prosecution of auto 
thieves who flee to other States, 
where extradition is necessary. The 
passage of the law, say the officers, 
would mean a saving of millions of 
dollars to automobile owners in 
Southern California.

DESTRUCTION OF PRODUCE 
TO INCREASE PRICES, 


In reply to charges made recent- | 


ly that Japanese farmers have wil- 
fully allowed tomatoes and other 
produce to rot on the vine, in order 
to raise the market price for those 


commodities, Shiro Fujioka and C. 
Kondo, president and secretary of the 
Japanese Association of Southern 
California, have issued the following 
statement: 

September 12, 1919. 

We consider it important that 
the public of Southern California be 
informed clearly with regard to the 
Japanese farmers who raise vege- 
tables in the neighborhood of Los 
Angeles. 

Japanese farmers are powerless in 
the regulation of prices of vege- 
tables. There is no organization 
among them, which controls prices 
or directg them to destroy vege- 
tables, and they will stand the most 
rigid investigation of this statement 
and welcome such investigation 
from any reliable and unbiased 
sources. 

The statements that have been

are destroying tomatoes in order to 
keep up high prices is mude under 
a misapprehension as to the facts of 
the situation. 

At the time of the recent railroad 
theistrike the tomato crop was ripening 
4 | rapidly in many sections, such as 
Wilmington, San Pedro, Moneta and 
El Monte. The vegetable shipping 
firms at Los Angeles discontinued 
purchasing tomatoes and other prod- 
uce because they could not secure 
ears from the railroads in which to 
ship produce to the eastern and 
Middle West cities, (The same sit- 
vation we understand applied with 
respect to the citrus packing-houses 
operating under the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange.) Inasmuch as 
there was no market for tomatoes 
the farmers were not justified in go- 
ing te the expense of picking, sort- 
ing and packing them, and in some 
instances tomatoes were allowed to 
rot on the vines or before being 
brought to market. 

There is another condition, which 
has affected the situation; that is, 
that the cost of picking sorting and 
packing tomatoes has more than 
doubled in the last three years. This 
applies equally to the Japanese 
farmer and to the American farmer 
When the price of tomatoes gets as 
low as it has recently, 2§ cents per

will not justify the expense of fhar- 
vesting and marketing, without giv- 
ing any consideration whatsoever to 
the expense of planting and raising 
tomatoes. 

If desired we can give you the 
names of American farmers, who 
have plowed in tomatoes without 
harvesting them, because of the 
above condition. 

As above stated we welcome any 
fair investigation ef the conditions 
under which the Japanese farmers 
are doing business and wish to 
state here positively, that in so far 
as the Japanese farmers are con- 
cerned, the price of produce in Los 
Angeles is governed by the law of 
supply and demand.

Hundreds are F ighting San 
Gabriel Blaze. 


Say Flames Have Denuded| 
Over 5000 Acres. } 


The necessity of traveling about 
five miles to get telephonic com- 
munication from the army of hun- 
dreds of firefighters making a des- 
perate stand against the flames that 
are reported to be sweeping down 


the west side of San Gabriel Can- 
yon, made authentic news scarce 
yesterday at the office of Supervisor 
Chariton of the Angeles National 
Forest Reserve, who has been 4di- 
recting the fight personally. 

Two new fires were reported yes- 
terday. One is back of Saugva, 
where a fire force under Forest 
Ranger E. B. Hamilton of the An- 
geles reserve and Supervisor J. KR, 
Hall of the Santa Barbara National 
Forest Reserve are trying to hold 
the advancing flames at bay. The 
other is east of Ravenna, in the vi- 
cinity of Acton, located in the Santa 
Barbara National Forest Reserve, 
and threatens to break across the 
boundary into the local reserve. 

information from the San Ga- 
briel Canyor. fire shows that there 
is little smoke issuing from Cattle 
“anyon, on the main fork of the 
San Gabriel, but that the blaze had 
euten into Rattlesnake Canyon, also 
a branch of the San Gabriel. There 
are 200 men or more engaged at 
these points, the force from Ar- 
eadia Balloon School being at Cattle 
Canyon. 

The efforts of the combined force 
yesterday afternoon were concen- 
trated on the west side of San Ga- 
brie] Canyon, and it was hoped to 
get the flames there under at least 
partial control before the strong 
afternoon winds struck that part of 
the country. The winds would leave 
the fighters almost powerless, for 
they sweep through the narrow de- 
files in that section with overwhelm- 
ing force and drive embers and 
lighted timber for miles in every 
direction. 

Wether Webber's ranch has been 
troyed by fire is not known. The 

re has been reported all around 
the cabin, for the ranch consiste 
of nothing more pretentious, but 
whether the wife and family of 
Webber have been able to save the 
lonely structure in the big woods is 
unknown. Supervisor Charlton satd 
yesterday that there was not a wort 
of information received by him in- 
dicating that two women, or any- 
body, had been burned to death. 

The difficulty of communication 
among the fire-fighting units has 
been emphasized by the power- 
leas position of Supervisor Charl- 
ton, with no auxiliary wire to run 
a temporary line of telephone from 
the seat of the fire to the station 
five miles away. The journey, on 
account of the almost impassable 
condition of the road, is a mat- 
ter of hours for messengers. The 
Supervisor yesterday tried to pur- 
chase sufficient wire to run a tem- 
porary line that would give him 
hourly communication with the 
fire-fighters, but could not get a 
mile of such wire in the entire 
city. At one time the local Super- 
visor had five miles of wire for 
just this purpose, but for some rea- 
aon it was removed to one of the 
Northern California reserves. 

There can be no accurate esti- 
mate of the area burned over by 
the fire, but it is believed that not 
less than 5000 acres will be de- 
nuded of timber and brush. A 
consequent wiping out of the fire- 
breaks will constitute the heaviest 
loss, for time is required to recon- 
struct the fire-breaks along such 
@ great area. 

HUNDREDS FIGHT FIRE. 

The situation last night, the few 
reports telephoned to Supervisor 
Chariton and information sent 
from the lookout station, indicated 
that the fire was covering the entire 
country in the San Gabriel Canyon 
region; that forces numbering sev- 
eral hundred men were at work 
trying to stop the flames, and that 

so far as known there has been no 
roa of life or serious injury. 

Most of the fire is in an almost 

inaccessible part of the national re- 
serve, where travel is slow and haz- 
ardous, and where a fire can burn 
on unimpeded for hours, in spite 
of the efforts of the rangers and 
fire-fihters who have poured in 
from Azusa and other points 4o 
assist in the work. 
So narrow are the defiles and 
roads leading up the canyons that 
it is necessary to “pack in” fire- 
fighting tools and food, there not 
being room even to drive burros 
up and down the sharp inclines. 
The use of a truck is out of the 
question except to carry the men 
to the vicinity of the fire, whence 
it is necessary to hike gver some 
of the most dificult line of com- 
munication imaginable.
